A WORD FROM THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT TO THE PERSONNEL OF THE 76TH BATTALION 
by Lt. Comdr A. C. Barber, M.CUSNR 


It begins to look, as of this date 
r.nd hour of writing, that our battalion 
is finally going to get a Dispensary, 
Radical Office, and Sick Bay. After 
many trials and tribulations, the proper 
type of huts were finally secured. Up to 
now. the department has only been make¬ 
r-haft with small temporary space. But 
row, thanks to the Supply Department and 
the men under Chief Lewis, who have done 
such a swell job, the dream has come 
true. 


Ihe-Meafn&l Department expects com¬ 
plaints of skin irritations. Working 
\ conditions may at times be dusty. Dust 
\ and dirt rubbed into the skin from fric- 
tion of clothing, will cause uncomfort¬ 
able skin infections, especially about 
the neck, arms, and groin. Proper 
hygienic measures, daily bathing habits, 
(plenty of soap) and early care will go 
a long v/ay to prevent end to cure those 
conditions.

Sick Bay, with sixteen beds and room for 
more, if ever necessaryj Duty office in 
the Sick Day, dispensary fully equipped, 
Medical Office and Corpsman's quarters. 

A definite sick call schedule will be 
arranged that will permit all to receive 
attention without interfering with duty 
or libei-ties. 

Attention is called to the relative 
danger from long intervals of exposure to 
the sun's rays. Sun burn can be serious. 
In this particular part of the world, the 
sun's r$.ys ere, as some have found out, 
very powerful in reaction to burning of 
the skin. Even as short an interval as 
ten minutes exposure, has caused severe 
burn and blistering. It is one of those 
things to avoid, rather than to be 
thoughtless enough to over-expose the 
skin to severe burn. It is suggested 
that shirts be left on at work and v.hien 
on the beach, take care to prevent sun 
burn. 

In this connection, it is pertinent 
to deal with '‘Heat Stroke" or "Heat Ex¬ 
haustion", (over heated as it is some¬ 
times called.) and the use of the salt 
tablets that are in the containers by the 
drinking fountains and which the Corpsmen 
on duty at the jobs has in his equipment, 
Thincondition, in short, is the result of 
loss cf fluid in the body; the lack of re¬ 
placement of same, and the resulting nat¬ 
ural elevation of temperature of the body, 
or "fever". The taking of salt tablets 


sonnol in the battalion on another vital 
subject. It is the question of going on 
"LIBERTY", and of those men who will 
make "contacts". It is commonly thought 
that tho men of tho 76th, aro a bit 
older, have "better sense", and aro a 
little higher in the scale. The word of 
caution is 'this: Severe injury to 
health often results from diseases con¬ 
tracted by such "contacts" and severe 
penalties result from failure to take 
prophylactic measures and to report to 
the Medical Department, You should only 
receive medication from your modical 
department. Self medication or any other 
is not sufficient. All cases of contact 
must bo reported and properly recorded, 
which in turn are reported to the Battal¬ 
ion Office. Any case not reported that 
subsequently develops disease, is subject 
to severe penalty, and is recorded on tho 
man's Health Record. It is, in any event, 
bettor not to take a chance on physical 
and mental disease and remain healthy, 
than to slip, or try and be smart. Good 
clean fun, hard work, and occupation is 
tho answer. Idleness always scorns to 
lead to trouble.

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HAWAII 

The territory of Hawaii consists of 
eight major islands, namely: Hawaii, 

Mari, Oahu, Kauai, Molokai, Lanai, Niihau, 
and Kohoolawoj also seven outlying 
islands, which arc sparsely populated. 

The population of the entire territory, 
(1940 census) is 423,232, The island of 
Oahu has the largest population, 257,693j 
Hawaii being second, with 73,276, 

Historians are unable to agree on the 
origin of the Hawaiian or Polynesian race, 
but the most popular belief is that they 
were a race driven or migrated from south¬ 
eastern Asia. 

The islands wore first discovered by- 
the white race in 1773, by Capt, James 
Cook, English explorer, who first named 
them the Sandwich Islands. They were then 
governed by Kamchamoha the Groat and his 
wife Kaahuinanu. History first dates back 
to 1753, the year of the birth of Komch- 
amcha. Captain Cook and his crow wore 
greeted enthusiastically upon their ar¬ 
rival, but a short time after, friction 
and fights occurred and Captain Cook was 
killed in battle in 1773. The next ex¬ 
plorer to roach the island, was Captain 
Vancouver, English Navigator, who did very 
good work in trying to unite the islands 
under one command, as the population was 
decreasing, du.o to warfare between the 
natives of the various islands. 

Kamchamoha achieved control of the islands 
through assistance given by Captain Van¬ 
couver, in the way of guns, ammunition, 
and advice. 

The islands were under British control 
or had their own independence, until July 
7, 1393, when they wore annexed to the 
U. S. The building of the U. S. Naval 
Station v/as started in 1900, and approx¬ 
imately $ 50 , 000 , 000.00 has been spent on 
the harbor. This base, known as Pearl 
Harbor, is headquarters for the 14th. U.S. 
Naval District.
